Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 05 August 2004. These drawings are accepted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 of the 
current application teaches similar subject matter as the prior art of Tanaka et al (US 
Patent 6,392,697). However, claims 1-7 are allowed for the reasons pointed out by 
Applicant's remarks (p1 1 , 2 nd paragraph and p1 1 , 3 rd paragraph). 

It follows that independent claims 5, 6, and 7 containing the same novelty, are allowable 
for the same reasons. Claims 2-5 are then inherently allowable for depending on an 
allowable base claim..
